R. E. Strahorn, awner of the Sumpter
water works and electrie lighting plant,
has bonght from A. W. Ellin the water
right used on his placer ground west of

« - The consideration is not known,
in pot it for de "w :
poses, but will be utilised for power. Tt
will drive dynamos night and day, sere
ing an an adjunct to the steam englnes
in the power house for the lighting plant
at night, und supplying all the needed
electric power during the day. It is
very probable that the half dosen or
more water wheels now in use around
town by private parties will have to be
replaced by electric motors, which will
be u most gratifying change to those
who have elsewhers been secostomed to
the latter,

It will he between thirty aml sixty
days before this water power can be
properly harnessed and couverted into
wlectric envrgy.

It in further reported that one of the
two or three water-vlectric power com-
panies that are installing » lants is en-
deavoring to secure a contraet from Mr.
Struhorn to furnish him with all the
power he newds, and thut he infavorably
considering the proposition. It isthought
that this i* the Red Boy company, as it
can doubtless deliver the goods at an

earlier date than any of the uthers, it |
